BIG ARRAY OF SCANDAL 


Prince Offered to Enter Monastery 


When Princess Learned of 


His Conduct. 


Paris, Nov. 20—Ths first day's pro- 


ceedings in the suit of Count Bom dc 
Oasbellane aga'nst his former 'wife, 
who was Miss Anna Gould at New 
York and who is now the 
wife ot 


Prince Heli'e de Sagan, for t'he cus- 
tody of his three children, was char- 
acterized by a strong denunciation ot 
t'he prince and princess Iby M. Bonnet 
who represented Count de Castellane. 
The co'urt room was crowded with 
spectators, among whom were more 
Americans and English than French. 


Prince Helie and the count glcved 


at each other for four hours wflule M. 
B'onnet pleaded that the custody 01 
the children must be confided to their 
grandmoMvei, ,the Miartiuise de Castel- 
lane, because the marriage of Miss 
Gould to the prince had polluted the 
atmlosp'hare of their home. 
He de- 


scribed th'e marriage as a catastrophe 
which .had resulted in rhc quasi-ao<?n- 
donment of the children, and without 
mercy raked de Sagan's past—-Irs 
early life, his amorous 
adventure* 


with questionable companions, his os- 
tracism by his family, the month he 
spent in jail before* t>he case charging 
him with the forgery of notes to the 
value of ?80,000 was nolle pressed 
through the intervention of his fatt- 
er, and his amorous escapades even 
since his marriage. 


M. Bonnet gave names, dates and 


places. He charged that while 'en 
romte to America 
Piince de Sagan 


took his mistress with him from Eng- 
land, and Wiat afiter he had rejoined 
Mme. Oc-uld in France h'e saw his mis 
tress frequently and he even went so 
far as to meet her while proceeding 
to England to have thp marriage cer- 
emony performed. 
After 'his 
mar- 


riage M. B'onnot declared the?e illicit 
relations continued. When ths prin- 
cess discovered that The prince was 
deceiving her the latter got down on 
his kne^s and offer.'e'd to m'ake appli- 
cation to an archbishop for admission 
to a monastery. 


The princess' reputation, after she 


fell under the influence of de Sagan. 
was likewise assailed, in scathing 
terms by Count Boni's counsel. He 
described her conduct with Prince dt- 
Sagan on both sides of the At'lant.^ 
and spoke of the world-wide scandal 
which it had caused. M. Bonnet of- 
fered lo bring proof of many of the 
incidents to which he refererd.

Col. 
William Veach, the second 


oldest man in Licking county, died 
at bis home on South Second street 
hill, Thursday morning 
at 
l'l-~i 


o'clock, after an illness ot some time 
with the ailments peculiar to advanc- 
ed age, lie being in his 9od joar. 
For the pa&t seveial yeais he has 


been gradually growing weaker and 
weaker, but only within the last two 
or three days was this fading away 
observable. 


Col. 
William Veach was born in 


Shenandoah county, Va, September 
30, 1816, and in 1824 the family 
moved to Licking county, and settled 
in Newark township. 
In his youth 


Col. Veach was a school teacher. In 
the spring of 1843 he was elected 
onstable of Newton township, and 
on May 1, in the same year, was ap- 
pointed deputy sheriff under Sheriff 
laleb Boring. In 1844 he was elect- 
d sheriff and was le-elected when 
ifis term expired. He was appointed 
deputy United States marshal in 
1846. In 1846 Mr. Veach was mar- 
ried to Eliza Hollister of Greenup, I 
Ky., and of this union four sons were 
born, two of whom are living—Wm.' 
A. Veach of this city, and 
Frank 


Veach of California. 
The deceased 


was president of the Licking County 
Agricultural Society for a number 
of years, and filled many other prosi- 
;ions of trust and responsibility. 


In politics, Mr. Veach was always 


a. Democrat, and has represented his 
party in judicial, senatorial, con- 
gressional, state and national con- 
ventions, and for a number of years 
was chairman of the Democratic cen- 
tral committee of Licking county.

Valetta Isle, of Malta, Nov. 26.— 


Rescue parties made up of ^.aiarines 
and sailors from warships in the har- 
bor are endeavoring to board the 
still smoking wreck of the liner Sar- 
dinia in the search for bodies, in or- 
der to definitely determine the num- 
ber of deaths. This work is both dif- 
ficult and dangerous, as there is still 
much fire in the hold. There are still 
56 missing, all of whom it is belived 
are dead in the wreckage. The death 
list, not counting the missing, include 
18 of the crew, one European passen- 
ger and .sixty-four Moorcs.

Blessed with peace andplenty, the people of Kansas 


have peculiar reason to obey this injunction of a devout 
poet, and an inventory of our blessings should fill our 
hearts with gratitude. Bountiful crops and. unprece- 
dented prices have rewarded, our husbandmen ,while re- 
munerative employment has made busy the hands and 
happy the hearts of our wags-workers. 


Our banks are overflowing with money .averaging 


more than $100 per capita. Only five out of nearly 800 of 
these institutions closed their doors in the recent finan- 
cial panic, and several of tsese have already paid, their 
depositors in full. 
Material prosperity everywhere 


abounds within our borders. 


But these things material are by no means our only or 


our chief sources of felicity; for there are higher values 
than these dominant in Kansas. No state is blessed with 
more idea! governmental conditions and. in none is the 
majesty of the law more maidfest. The beneficent ef- 
fect of our wise public policies is attested by the logic 
of result. 


One-third of our counties are- without prisoners 
in 


their jails or paupers in theii poor-houses; one-half of 
our counties contributed, no convicts to our prison popu- 
lation last year and. one-half oi our prison inmates never 
lived in Kansas long enougl1 to gain a residence here.

county, there iz an increased taxation ol $21,140 since 


the burden of $5,645.16 a year is imposed upon the 
county in this single item by the saloons. 


The County Infirmary costs $16,111.60. And the In- 


firmary Directors have figured that 90 per cent, of these 
people are there because of intemperance, or because of 
intemperance among those on whom they are dependent 
for support, which gives us the vast amount 
of $14,- 


490.44 imposed upon the county in this item by the sa- 
loons. 


in the County Jail there were 264 persons confined 


last year. Seventy of these were committed on charges 
of drunk and disorderly. And of the remaining 194 the 
charges placed against them were in. many cases trace- 
able to drink. Now the Sheriff's fees last year were 
$6.204.89, and the cost of keeping the prisoners was 
S7i046.60. 


These four items, after charging only half the sher- 


iff's fees and half the cost of the "Drunks and Disorder- 
lie*," make a total of $26:76135. 


Now the county received from the saloon tax, $16,- 


959.51, which falls short c-f the expense which the saloons 
caused the county by more than $10,000.

FLOATING TELESCOPE. 


Harvard 
Instrument That May Re- 


veal Stars of Eighteenth Magnitude. 
A telescope that lloats in a tank of 


water instead of lielnfc mounted on a 
solid plor was io"ently Installed at the 
Harvard observatory. The Instrument 
Is of the reflect ins: type and Is the lur- 
Kt'St of its kind In the world, tlie ob- 
ject mirror beiiiR five feet across. 


The Instrument proper Is mounted on 


a water tl^ht cylindrical steel flout, 
which is buoyed up by water in n con- 
crete tank only slightly larger than 
the cylinder and shaped to fit it. The 
cylinder is inclined and serves as the 
polar axis of the telescope. 


It does not float freely in the tank, 


but has a delicate pivot nt each end to 
hold nnd guide it. The water, how- 
ever, bears all the weight, so that none 
of it rests on the pivots. All move- 
ments of the telescope are regulated 
by electric motors. The croat glass 
mirror is so arranged that it can easily 
be removed and resilvered whenever it 
grows dim, although its weight is 
about two tons. 


The •whole instrument is mounted In 


the open air, but the image is reflected 
to an eyepiece in an adjoining build- 
ing, where the observer sits. The tele- 
scope is expected to reveal stars of the 
seventeenth or eighteenth magnitude, 
possibly even fainter ones, and work 
may thus be done with it that would 
be impossible with any other instru- 
ment. 


BIGGEST NAVAL DRYDOCK. 


Monster For Pearl Harbor to Have 


Room For Two Big Warships. 


Acting Secretary of the Xavy Xew- 


berry recently approved plans for the 
largest naval drydock in the world at 
Pearl harbor. Hawaii, the place which 
is to be made the Gibraltar of the Pa- 
cific. Bids for its construction will be 
opened early in 1909. It is the purpose 
of the department to hurry the work 
to completion. 


The dock is to be 1.100 feet long and 


110 feet -wide, with a depth on its sills 
of thirty-five feet. It -will have a gate 
so that it can be separated into two 
parts, each independent of the other. 
Two of the largest ships in the navy 
can be docked and repaired at the 
same time. Owing to the great depth 
of water provided for, even the greater 
than Dreadnought ships will be able to 
enter should they be damaged to the 
point -where they are merely able to 
keep afloat

at the Mansion House in London the 
other afternoon said he did not believe 
that the difiiculties with motorists 
would ever be overcome until for cer- 
tain offenses the penalty -was enforced 
of confiscating the car for so many 
months. His grace, -who did not wish 
to be too hard on the poor motorist, 
said: "Let him come and see his car 
daily if he likes. Let him shed a tear 
over It daily and see to its health as 
it should be seen to, but don't let him 
use it for six: months."

iuancial affairs of the state of Ohio, 
and in the various counties of the 
state, as related to tradition since the 
recent state election. 


At that election the constitutional 


nikcgaois tt mfwyp :d!u ypypypv.'pp 
amendment authorising the legislature 
to classify property for taxation failed 
of endorsement by the people on ac- 
count of wide spreading indifference, 
although the vast majority of votes 
cast on the amendment were votes :n 
favor of it. The failure to indorse the 
amendment means that real estate in 
all the counties of Ohio must continue 
to bear by far the greater part of the 


three years, all annual loss of revenue 
must.be computed for a thres year 
period. Up to the present time the 
loss to the state treasury has 
been 


more than §350,000; the loss to the 
counties and cities has been practica- 
bly $1,000.000, and the total loss in 
round numbers $1,500,000 per year.

How to Roast a Duck. 


For a small Thanksgiving dinner 


ducklings may be substituted for a 
turkey. Select those whose bills and 
legs are smooth and yellow. For easy 
plucking put the ducks in a wash 
boiler in which there is boiling water. 
Place them on a couple of blocks of 
wood which have been put in the 
boiler for that purpose. 
Let them 


steam for a few minutes, when their 
feathers can be plucked as easily as 
those of a chicken.

Learning, Like Vaccination, Does Not 


"Take" on Every One. 


In an article on "Shall the Girl Go 


to College?" Annette Austin writes in 
Smith's: 


"Too much value cannot be accorded 


to a college course for girls who are 
capable of taking it, 
Unfortunately, 


however, 
college, 
like, vaccination, 


does not 'take' on everybody. 


"Here it might be well to consider 


the advisability of sending a girl who 
desires to fit herself primarily for a 
housewife to a school of domestic sci- 
ence. 'Why,' asks a mother, 'If my 
girl does not intend to work for her 
living and if she really needs practical 
experience in howekccplng, should she 
not go directly to a school of domestic 
science, where she gets speedily and 
in concrete form the latest methods 
of cooking, house furnishing and car- 
Ing for children?' 


"If you are truly convinced that the 


best way to prepare for a vocation is 
to learn the details of its practice in 
a detached form, entirely away from 
all other related facts in life, by all 
means send your girl to a domestic 
science school as soon as possible. But 
a course in domestic science without 
the preliminary mental discipline of 
at least two years in college is a very 
poor investment for the future. 


"To go through the forms of mixing 


so many ounces of flour and so many 
cups of butter to make a pound of 
cake, to bind up the broken finger of 
a wooden manikin aud to practice lay- 
Ing a table for a model luncheon for 
six is not learning to be a housewife 
It is merely putting in a stuffing of 
surface details on a foundation of 
sand. 


"Still, if your girl is delicate and un- 


able physically and meutally to sur- 
vive the more strenuous discipline of 
college It would be better to send her 
to a school where her mind will not be 
too severely taxed. It would be more 
humane to have her dabble delightedly 
in fancy desserts than to let her suffer 
in the maze of physics and philoso- 
phy."
